Fears Entertained of a General Outbreak 
Among the Indians. 


MYSTERIOUS TRAIN ROBBERIES. 


A New York Broker Confesses to 
B eing Guilty of Numerous 
Forgeries.

INDIANS ARMING. 
Belief T hat a G eneral O utbreak W ill 
Soon Occur. 


M in n e a p o l is (Minn.), November 16:h.— 
A Tribune Mandan, N. D., special says; 
Settlers living on the border of the Sioux 
reservation bring stories of the arming of 
Indians, which is Dome out by Joseph 
Buckley, who speaks their language. Buck­ 
ley came in to-day and says that every In­ 
dian on the reservation will shortly go on 
the war-path, and that they have got 
Custer’s rides, which the United States 
army never found. The local hardware 
men have in the last few d3vs sold their en 
tire stock of ammunition to the Indians. 
The Indians say that if they are unsuc­ 
cessful in the raid they will get double ra­ 
tions, and they have nothing to lose. 
The citizens here and settlers who are 
unprotected believe that General Knger 
and the Indian anthoriiies are harboring a 
feeling of fabe security. The Mayor of 
Mandan has called a meeting, and the War 
Department will be asked to furnish the 
citizens with guns, if not with soldiers. 
Many settlers between Mandan and the 
reservation are abandoning their farms and 
ranches because of the lack of protection 
afforded them by the Government. 
. The most conservative look gloomy at the 
ontlook. The Indians are becoming more 
and more crazed ever the Messiah story. 
Serious trouble is anticipated at the agency 
over the coming “ghost” dance. The agent 
has endeavored to induce them to forego 
it, but they are defiant, and refuse to obey 
his orders. 
A woman was brought before the agency 
at Standing Rock a few days ago, whom 
the Indians said was the mother of the 
Messiah. The sgent interrogated her, but 
got no satisfaction as to who is be the 
Messiah, she contenting herself with re­ 
peating the stories of the millennium to 
come, and how the white people would be 
wiped out entirely. Several of the leading 
Sioux chiefs seem to be as firm believers in 
the story as the young bucks. 
EXCITEMENT SUBSIDING. 
K ansas Cit y , November 16th.— A special 
from an army officer at Port Niobrara, 
Neb., to the Times states that the excite­ 
ment among the Sioux Indians of that 
place over the Messiah has subsided to a 
great extent. A special from Fort Leaven­ 
worth says no orders have been received 
there to prepare for the movement of 
troops, as reported. 
NO TROOPS OBDEEFD OUT. 
St. L ouis, November 16th.—Secretary of 
War Proctor, who is here on a tour of in­ 
spection, was joined to-day by General 
Miles. In an interview this evening the 
Secretary said no arrangements have been 
made to send troops to the Indian Reser­ 
vation in the Northwest. The excitement 
among the Indians, he said, he had reason 
to believe was subsiding. 


BEHIND PRISON BARS. 
A New York B roker Confesses to Seventy 
Forgeries. 
N ew Y o ek, November 16th.—Albert H. 
Smith, junior partner of the brokerage firm 
of Mills. Robeson & Smith, is a prisoner, 
charged with over seventy forgeries, aggre­ 
gating $350,000. Smith acknowledged bis 
guilt and turned over all his property for 
the benefit of his creditors. 
The discovery of the forgeries, which 
cover a period of six years, was accidentally 
made Saturday morning by a clerk in the 
employ of the firm. In his confession. 
Smith says he used the moEey to reimburse 
customers who bad lost money on his sug­ 
gestions. 
The loss resulting from Smith’s misdo­ 
ings will fall upon his firm, which has 
been in existence 9¡nce 1S72, and which has 
been held in the highest repute. 
Smith's plan was simple. He would buy 
eight or nine shares of first-class stock, and 
by adding a cipher or the letter “Y ” raise 
the order to eighty or ninety shares. These 
he deposited with the firm as a private ac­ 
count, and thus made the partners respon­ 
sible. 
The discovery was accidentally made by 
the stock clerk, and Smith then confessed 
everything to his partners. 
Smith is a prominent churchman and a 
member of several clubs. He is 45 years 
old and a childless widower. All the for­ 
geries are not a total loss to the firm, as 
about one-fourth can be recovered. 
The firm has made an assignment to A. 
Watson, to whom Smith yesterday made a 
personal assignment. 


BLOODY AFFRAY. 
A Man aud His W ife B eaten Almost to 
D eath by a H ired Man. 
M a bsh ali-towm (la.), November 16th.— 
A bloody affray occurred this morning at 
the house of Marcena Stone, a wealthy 
farmer living a few miles southeast of here. 
F. L. Pelbeam, a hired man. without anv 
warning, attacked Stone with a small, 
blunt hatchet, striking him down with a 
violent blow on the head. While the 
farmer lay on the floor partially stunned, 
the assailant repeatedly struck him. Mrs. 
Stone rushed in from another room, and 
Pelbeam turned upon her, struck her five 
times with the hatchet, end would un­ 
doubtedly have killed her had not Stone 
partially recovered, and grasping the hired 
man by the throat, brought him to the 
floor. 
The screams of the woman and children 
had by this time attracted the attention of

UTAH’S STATEHOOD. 
Proposition to Disfranchise the M ormons 
and A dm it the Territory. 
W ashington, November 16th.—Several 
Democratic newspapers have discovered 
that the Republicans, fearful that the Dem­ 
ocrats will gain control of the Senatp two 
years hence, have decided upon a plan to 
disfranchise the Mormons, admit Utah as a 
Republican State, and thereby gain two 
United States Senators. They argue that 
Utah would surely be Republican were the 
Mormons deprived of their franchise. In 
this opinion they are probably right, but it 
would be difficult to find an excuse for 
disfranchising them. It is true that some 
doubt exis's as to the good faith of Presi­ 
dent Woodruff's proclamation renouncing 
polygamy, but popular sentiment favors 
giving them a fair trial before other harsh 
measures are enacted against them. Be­ 
sides, it is doubtful if the Republicans 
would be willing to consume the time in 
the discussion of Utah’s admission that 
should be occupied in the consideration of 
the apportionment bill subsidy and other 
important measures, including, perhaps, 
the Federal election bill. It is asserted 
that the Utah Liberals will send a lobby to 
Washington this winter, bnt it is doubtful 
if their efforts will meet with success. 
THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
Congressm an Springer Confident of Being 
Selected. 
N ew 
Y o r k, November 
16th.—The 
Tribunes Washington correspondent says 
that Springer of Illinois is a candidate for 
Speaker of the next House, and Quotes him 
as saying, “I am in the fight to win. I 
have 14 votes from my own State to begin 
with, and I can count on the Northwest. 
There will be one hundred members from 
the States east of Ohio, and never yet has a 
Speaker been elected from a State west ot 
the Wabash and Mississippi riveis. 
“As these States are to be held in the 
Democratic column, it would be good poli­ 
tics to listen to their wishes. It' is early 
yet to talk about pledges, but I have every 
reason to feel confident, especially as the 
South will be split up, with two or three 
candidates in the field.”

session of the fifty-second Congress will be 
called. Many of them go so far as to de­ 
clare that if necessary to bring that to pass 
the Democratic minority in the fifty-first 
Congress will obstruct and prevent the 
passage of some of the appropriations for 
the support of the Government. 
Aid for the D estitute. 
L incoln (Neb.), November 16th.—At a 
mass meeting held to-day, presided over by 
Governor Thayer, steps were taken for the 
immediate relief of the destitute in the 
western part of the State, and a substantial 
fund was raised. It is designed to tide over 
allfthe pressing wants by individual sub­ 
scriptions until the meeting of the Legisla­ 
ture. The Commission appointed by the 
Governor reported twelve counties included 
in the drought stricken district. An appro­ 
priation of $100 000 will be required to pre­ 
vent actual suffering. 
The Cashier D isappeared. 
Chicago, November 16th.—A dispatch 
from Mount Carmel, 111., says that the 
banking house of Cowling. Goweniock & 
Co. was closed on November 5th on ac­ 
count of the death of President Cowling.

Subscriptions Being lia ise d Among 
Bankers for the R elief of 
the Barings.

BARING BROTHERS. 
D istrust Not Eutircly Dispelled by the 
Relief A lready Giveu. 
L ondon, November 16th.—Distrust in 
financial circles ivas not entirely dispelled 
by yesterday’s relief of the Barings. The 
general belief is ihat it is still too early to 
conclude that all is right. It is known that 
a number of smaii firms have been under a 
beavv strain. It is also impossible that 
confidence will be restored until the posi­ 
tion of the Barings towards Argentine 
financial matters becomes clerr. 
WHOLE BANKING WORLD INTERESTED. 
L ondon, November 16th.—The Scotch 
banks will have a meeting to-morrow for 
the purpose of adding to the Barings guar­ 
antee fund. The whole banking world has 
shown alacrity in subscribing, and when 
a.l the provincial and other subscriptions 
have arrived the total will be such a sum 
as will make the whole incident a brilliant 
triumph of the organizers of the fuad. Be­ 
sides the three millions surplus, the part­ 
ners’ estates represent immense resources. 
CAUSE OF THE FAILURE. 
L ondon, November 16th.—The Barings' 
embarrassment was due to the action of 
tne Russian Government, which, alarmed 
by financial troubles in the Argentine Re­ 
public during the summer, suddenlv with­ 
drew from the Barings £2,500,000, just as it 
withdrew £1,000,000 from Comptoir de 
Scomple in the spring of 1S89, its action at 
that time resulting in the suicide of the 
manager of the institution and the collapse 
of the copper ring. 
FEELING IN NEW YORK. 
N ew Y op.k , November 16th.—So far as 
could be ascertained, no cable dispatches or 
other advices were received in this city to­ 
day that would indicate the probability of 
further trouble in the money market. A 
flurry consequent upon the disasters of last 
week is expected as a matter of course, but 
the belief that all danger has been avoided 
seems to be general. 
Russell Sage said he knew nothing that 
would indicate serious trouble on Monday. 
“On the contrary,” said Sage, “I think the 
backbone of the financial excitement has 
been broken.” 
Gould had learned nothing that would 
depress the market lo-day. Other leading 
financiers expressed the same opinion. 


SINKING OF THE SERPENT. 
One of the Survivors Describes the Scene 
of the D isaster. 
Corunna, November 16th.—The evidence 
of the survivors ot the wrecked cruiser Ser­ 
pent goes to show that the light of the 
Villago lighthouse was not seen by the 
lookout of the Serpent, although the light 
is usually visible fourteen miles distant. It 
is believed that the Serpent’s compass was 
affected by tbe iron reef, and observations 
were impossible, owing to bad weather. A 
body was washed ashore to-day. It is sup­ 
posed to be the commander of’tbe SerpeDt. 
The British gunboat Lapwing brought 
the Serpent's survivors to Corinne to-day. 
An 
Associated 
Press 
correspondent 
boarded the Lapwing and bad an interview 
with one of the survivors named Barton. 
He said that when tbe Serpent struck the 
weather was “dirtv,” but not foggy. All 
hands were below except the officers and 
six watchmen. Immediately after the 
shock all rushed to the deck. A large boat 
was lowered, but it was smashed to pieces 
and the occupants perished. It then be­ 
came evident that it would be useless to 
lower the other boats. An attempt to 
throw a cable ashore also failed. Mean­ 
while the men were being constantly 
washed overheard. 
About an hour after tbe Serpent strack the 
Captain gave the men leave to save them­ 
selves as they thought best. Burton jumped 
overboard, having a life belt about his 
waist, as had all the men on watch. After 
swimming two or three hours he landed in 
an exhausted condition. He then met 
Luzon, another survivor, and together they 
walked to a coast village two miles from 
the scene of the wreck. whence some of the 
villagers conveyed them to Camarinas. 
Luzon, who is stili very ill, confirmed 
Burton’s story. 
Luzon was washed over­ 
board half añ hour after the ship struck. 
He had no life beit, but after being in the 
water an hour and a half, managed to 
reach the shore. 
Both Burton and Luzon believe the Ser­ 
pent deviated from her course owing to the 
weather. Ttey state that the moment the 
Cape Villard hght was sighted the Serpent 
struck. When the LapwiDg left the vicinity 
of the disaster 4S Dodies of the victims had 
been buried, a majority of whom were not 
drowned, but killed by being dashed 
against the recks. Gould, the third sur­ 
vivor, is very ill._________ 
CANADIAN SCANDAL. 
Two Members of Parliament Likely to 
be Expelled. 
N ew Y o ek, November 16th.—A Quebec 
special asserts that Laurier, an Opposition 
leader, is in possession of proofs of a double 
scheme, beside which the Canadian Pacific 
scandal of 1S73 is insignificant, and that he 
will spring them at the next session of 
Parliament. It is alleged that boodle was 
paid to Thomas McGrevy, M. P., by the 
contractors for the Quebec and Esquimalt 
docks for information from the Public 
Works Department, of which his bosom 
friend. Sir Hector Langevin, is Minister. 
It is said that friends of the Government 
are urging the Ministers to dissolve Par­ 
liament before Laurier can be present and 
preve his charges. Unless it is done, Lan­ 
gevin and McGrevy will probably be ex­ 
pelled.

N ew Y or k, November 16th.—A New 
foundland letter to the Tribune says that 
the work of hatching codfish and lobsters 
at the Government hatchery at Dildoislan, 
on Trinity Bay, has been satisfactory.

The ova 
saved were batched and the voung fish 
placed in good condition. The Trinity 
Bay cufput next year will be about 
30,tOOOCO. At Ifildo and other stations 
over 400,000,000 lobsters were hatched this 
year and placed in the water. The ova

from 20,000 lobsters.

A FAMOUS NAME. 


One H undred and Thirteen Places Called 
A fter W ayne. 
It may not lie generally known, remarks 
the New York World, even to the man 
who thinks he hits the nail on the head 
when he says “W hat’s in a name ?” that 
the name of Wayne is the title or part of 
the title of more places in the United 
States than any other. Take the plain 
Wayne first without any embelli shments. 
There is a Wayne county in Georgia. Illi­ 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Michigan, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska, North 
Carolina, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. 
In Illinois there are seventeen town­ 
ships that are called Wayne. There are 
twenty-one in Ohio, twelve in Pennsyl­ 
vania, seventeen in Indiana, three in Iowa, 
two in Missouri, one each in Kansas, 
Maine, Michigan, New Jersey, Wisconsin, 
besides a station in New Jersey and a 
village in the State of New York. 
There are two Wayne Centers, one in 
New York and one in Pennsylvania. 
There is a post-hamlet in Illinois called 
Wayne City and a post-village called 
Wayne Court-house in West Virginia. In 
New York State there is a place called 
Wayne Four Corners, and a village in 
Tennessee that is fond of its title of 
Wayne Furnace. 
There is a Wayne 
Junction in Pennsylvania. 
As for places called Waynesborough, 
there is one in Georgia, one in Mississippi, 
one in Tennessee, one in Virginia and two 
in Pennsylvania. Waynesbursr is the title 
of two places in Ohio, two in Pennsyl­ 
vania, one in Indiana and one in Ken­ 
tucky, and there is a Wavnesburg Junc­ 
tion in Pennsylvania. 
Besides ail these titles not apparently on 
the wane anywhere, Waynesfield is the 
name of two parts of Ohio and one of 
Georgia. Wavnesville is the name of one 
place each in Illinois. Indiana. Missouri, 
North Carolina and Ohio. Iu one section 
of Indiana the people scratched their 
heads before they put Wayne’s name iuto 
the title of their place, so as not to get the 
tall end like any other Wayne place in 
the United States, and so they named it 
Wavnestown.

REPORT OF THE SECBETABY OF WAR. 


The report of the Secretary of W ar to 
th e .President emphasizes the oft-made 
suggestion that our coast land defenses are 
inadequate. 
Our long coast line is pe­ 
culiarly exposed to attack, enabling a 
naval force to effect damage at points 
where it cannot be met by our land forces. 
H e declares that land batteries constitute 
perm anent defenses, and place ships at a 
decided disadvantage. 
The vessels must 
select channels in which they can move 
w ith freedom, and at just such points we 
should have battery systems that would 
expose ships to resistless cross-fire. 
These 
land batteries cannot be blown u p ; they 
w ill support any weight imposed upon 
them, and can be protected by earth-works 
completely against any possible assault by 
naval artillery. They enable accurate aim 
to be taken, because the foundations of the 
guns are firm and practically immovable. 
The Secretary therefore recommends a re­ 
turn to this system of defense, which was 
in vogue prior to the civil war and was 
equal to the defense of the coast harbors 
against the assaults of the naval artillery 
of that period. 
The Secretary points out 
th at these defenses are economic, because 
they constitute insurance against loss to 
commerce in case of war. 
In other words, 
while l’we m ight afford to neglect the 
means of offense, we cannot neglect the 
agencies of defense.” 
'In all which public 
opinion will concur. 
The Secretary recommends a modifica­ 
tion of the law so that promotions to the 
rank of Second Lieutenant may be made 
from the ranks on a plan of m erit, and not 
at the discretion of the company com­ 
mander, as is now provided. 
U nder the 
system now in vogue the promotion de­ 
pends wholly upon the personal choice of 
the Captain, it may, therefore, be the re­ 
sult 
of friendship, special 
favor, 
and 
elevate young 
men 
who enlist 
with 
th e understanding that they will be ad­ 
vanced, possibly over the heads of those 
whose meritorious service entitles them to 
be first considered. 
The Secretary wisely 
advises a competitive system so that the 
ability, fitness and general capacity of the 
men may be determined upon a plan of 
credits that will make the promotion aliso- 
lutely impersonal, and impress the men 
w ith the fact that elevation is open to all 
and upon perfectly fair and equal ground» 
to all. 
The Secretary warmly advises an in­ 
crease in the sum appropriated by the 
Federal Government in aid of the organ­ 
ized m ilitia. 
A t present there is given 
by it but $-100.000 for this purpose, while 
the States add $2,000,0004 If the General 
Government would increase its aid, he is 
satisfied that the effect would !>e to stim­ 
ulate the States to larger appropriations to 
perfect the m ilitia organizations. 
In this 
view of the case the Secretary is unques­ 
tionably correct. 
The conservation of the 
N ational Guard is not what it should be. 
A well-disciplined m ilitia force is the 
chief arm of defense of a free people. The 
very fact that it is well-disciplined, effec­ 
tively armed and ready in a moment to fly 
to the defense of the nation, constitutes a 
powerful peace motive and largely holds 
in check any disposition to revolt against 
the laws in large cities, anil in districts 
where the arm of civil authority is weak. 


political faith, or his moral convictions in 
announcing or denying it.

But, exclaim the doubters, “well as it 
has worked in preventing bribery and in­ 
timidation, the Australian modified system 
has not worked better than the old toward 
the election of high-class men to office.” 
W e are surprised th at so intelligent a 
journal as the Inter-Ocean should voice 
such a childish complaint. 
W hen and 
where has any advocate of the A ustralian 
ballot system advanced any such claims for 
it? 
All th at has been urged for any thing 
of that order is, that it enables whoever 
wishes to become a candidate and to have 
his 
name on 
the 
ballot, if he is 
indorsed by a given number of elect­ 
ors, and th at 
when 
the voter 
is in 
the private booth he is more free to 
scratch his ticket or to vote it straight 
than when he took the ballot from a licket- 
peddler, or received it from a partisan 
friend, or one to whom he is under obliga­ 
tion, or one of whom he stands in fear. 
The moral sensibility, the political wisdom, 
the sound judgm ent of the voter, are con­ 
served by no system of balloting. 
In the 
exericse of his convictions, the A ustralian 
system aids the voter by protecting him; 
with forming his judgment and settling his 
political account with his conscience, it 
has nothing to do whatever.

THE NEW BALLOT SYSTEM. 


In New York, Wisconsin, Indiana and 
Massachusetts modified forms of the Aus­ 


tra lia n ballot law system stood the tests 
of the recent election well. 
Indeed, all 


th e rep o rts agree in this, that the laws of 


th o se States providing for the modified 


sy stem were carried out on the 4th inst. 


w ith o u t friction of any account, and that 


th e v ulu secure tlie voter khdoluvs inviola­ 
bility of the secrecy of the ballot. 
This is the great end and the tRief aim 
qf the A ustralian System; all the bene­ 
fits are collateral to that central one. 
Be­ 
sides insuring the privacy of the ballot, 
and thus conserving the independence of 
the elector, the press of the East testifies 
th at in the four States using the system 
on the 4th inst., the new method of ballot­ 
ing proved a very effective, though not 
perfect, barrier to the commission of elec­ 
tion crim es; the accomplishment of fraud 
was rendered a great deal more difficult 
than ever before. 
One of our Eastern contemjioraries, in 
commenting upon the secrecy lcature of 


th e system, asks: 
May not th is perfection of secercy encourage 
hvDocrisy? May not a m an pretending to be a 
Republican have access to Republican coun­ 
cils while ateadily voting a Democratic ticket 
W ho Is to decide the party affiliation of a m an 
whose vote is a m ystery at a general e.ection, 
w hen the test of party is to be applied to a 
proffered vote at a prim ary election? It would 
seem as if the A ustralian system of yot ng at 
general elections m ust m ake the exclusiou of 
suspicious persons from the prim ary polls a 
m atter of difficulty. 
Suppose it does, will that prove an evil?

In Kansas the people have elected a man 
as Judge over a large Judicial District 
who has not made the law a study, is not 
familiar w ith its principles, has never 
practiced law, and is not a member of the 
bar. 
W hile it was the right of the ma­ 
jority to place whom they pleased upon 
the bench, it was a serious error to invest 
with judicial powers one who has no 
knowledge of the law. 
I t is very much 
like placing the tools of the surgeon’s pro­ 
fession in the hands of an unskilled per­ 
son, and giving him instruction to proceed 
to operate upon the living. 
The law is a science; it is by no means 
a weapon to be wielded by the unskilled. 
I t is as essential that the Judge should be 
well grounded in the principles underly­ 
ing the law. as th at the physician should 
have knowledge of human anatomy and 
the effects of the application of drugs. 
There are people, and even lawyers, who 
have held that it is safe to place a man 
ignorant of the law upon the bench : but 
we do not believe that their theory, th a t 
his common sense will guide him to correct 
judgments, is sound. 
W e apprehend th at one who has not 
studied and arrived at a clear understand­ 
ing of the principles governing the inter­ 
pretation of statutes ; who is not versed in 
the fundamentals of the laws of trespass, 
of real property, of evidence, of contracts, 
of the domestic relations, of master and 
servant, of the 
construction of wills, 
deeds, trusts and the like, will not be able 
to preside with fairness in trials where 
issues are joined concerning any of these 
matters. 
Nor is it conceivable how a man 
not schooled to some extent in the law is 
going to pass safely upon demurrers, ques­ 
tions of pleading and constitutional con­ 
struction, the rights of accused persons on 
trial, of the law of partnership, of de­ 
scents, of injunction, of crim inal offenses, 
and a host of other matters, issues and 
laws, upon which D istrict Judges must 
pass, and concerning which they must hear 
argum ent and examine briefs and sift 
from tru th the chaff of error and plausi­ 
bility. 
The people of the Judicial D istrict in 
Kansas who elected to the bench the un­ 
tutored candidate 
will certainly have 
cause to regret their action. 
If the fore­ 
cast is not sound, then we have no need 
whatever for those principles of law which 
are substructural of the whole scheme of 
human freedom, and of fair and even­ 
handed justice among men. 
They have 
made a serious e rro r; one which, if fol­ 
lowed generally, will tend to degrade the 
bench, and to unsettle the foundations 
upon which repose human rights. 


P r e s i d e n t B o g r a n has crushed the 
rebellion in Honduras with an iron hand 
1 and a severity th at was merciless. 
The 
army of the revolutionists was practically 
blotted out, and Sanchez and his men 
| were shot as soon as captured. 
Only a 
! few of the rebel army survive, and these 
are cornered and will be taken out at once 
and shot, to the last man. 
This may ap­ 
pear as barbarous treatm ent, hut it must 
be remembered that it is about the only 
way to treat rebels in the hot-blooded 
region where this revolt took place. 
Un­ 
less some such severity were enforced 
there would be risings every few weeks 
not against any tyranny, or any usurping 
power, but simply to further the ambitions 
of designing men. 
In Central America 
the way to preferment very largely is 
through assault by arms directed against 
the authority in power. 
The Bogran 
Government represents authority lawfully 
invested and th at was put in place ac­ 
cording to the methods provided by the 
Constitution of the country. 
The so- 
called revolution, therefore, was really a 
rebellion, one th at had for its foundation 
no more than the trum ped up discontent 
of an ambitious Genera! who was unlikely 
to be chosen to the seat of supreme au­ 
thority except through such means as he 
employed—the capture of the State and 
an election with the people under cow. 


T h e C h a n g e In W o m a n 's D r e s s. 
The elaborately-dressed woman, on the 
street especially, is destined to be a rarity.

The idea of a place for the punishment 
after death of wicked men is found in 
most, though not all, of the religions of 
the present time and of antiquity, writes 
Frederick A. Fernand in the Popular 
Science Monthly. 
According to some be­ 
liefs, the punishm ent is to last forever; ac­ 
cording to others, the torments are to con­ 
tinue only for a time, and are to result in 
purifying the imprisoned souls and fitting 
them for heaven. 
The Roman Catholic 
religion has both a purgatory, or place of 
temporary torment, and a hell, which is 
everlasting. 
No idea of penalty was con­ 
nected with the classic hades—it was 
simply an under-world where dwelt all 
those’who liad the misfortune to be dead, 
irrespective of their conduct in life. 
The word comes from the Greek ad­ 
jective ’Aides, meaning unseen. 
The Eng­ 
lish word hell had also originally the 
same meaning. 
It is derived from the 
Teutonic base hal, whence also the Anglo- 
Saxon helan, to hide, “so that the original 
sense is the hidden or unseen place” 
(Skeat). 
The conception of future ex­ 
istence which lays claim to the greatest 
antiquity is th at of the ancient Egyptians. 
According to the Egyptian belief, if the 
great Judgm ent resulted adversely, “the 
condemned soul is either scourged back to 
the earth straightway, to live again in the 
form of a vile animal, as some of the em­ 
blems appear to denote; or plunged into 
the tortures of a horrid hell of fire and 
devils below, as numerous engravings set 
forth; or driven into the atmosphere, to 
be vexed and tossed by tempests, violently 
whirled in blasts and clouds, till its sins 
are 
expiated, and 
another 
probation 
granted through a renewed existence in 
human form.” 
From Persia, also, we get a religion of 
great 
antiquity—Zoroastrianism—which, 
in a modified form, is held to-day by the 
small body ot Parsls still to be found in 
Persia and India. 
According 
to the 
Parsi belief, the good after death pass 
safely over the bridge Chinevat, which 
stretches from Mount Alborj up to Garot- 
man, the blissful realm of Ormuzd; while 
the wicked fall from the bridge into the 
G ulf of Duzahk, which yawns beneath, 
where they are tormented by dtevas. 
At 
the end of the world a comet will fall upon 
the earth, causing a vast conflagration, by 
which the whole earth will be melted, and 
the molten stream will pour down into 
Duzahk, carrying with it the sinners who 
are on earth at the time. 
H ere they and 
the earlier comers, except those already 
redeemed by the prayers of friends, will 
burn for three days and nights, and then, 
thus purified, will be received into heaven. 
Afterward all the dsevas, and even the 
arch-fiend Ahrim an, will have their evil 
burned away, and will also enter the abode 
of light. 
The “Laws of M anu,” one of the early 
sacred 
books 
of 
EraliminLsm, 
names 
twenty-one hells. 
Punishm ents for differ­ 
ent sins are, to be reborn into one of these 
hells, or to return to earth as a beggar, 
cripple or leper, or in the form of a rat, a 
snake or a louse, the penalty being in each 
case appropriate to the crime. 
Punish­ 
ment need not lie endless for any one, as 
each successive life is a new probation, in 
which righteousness wins admission to a 
higher stage of existence. 
In Buddhism, 
which is one of the religions of China, and 
the state religion of Thibet and other 
countries of Eastern Asia, future punish 
ment is provided for in a great hell, com­ 
prising a system of 136 lesser hells. 
The 
torments of these hells are depicted in 
many Buddhist books and paintings with 
much detail and vividness. 
As for the 
two other religions of China, Confucian­ 
ism tells nothing whatever about punish­ 
m ent after this life, while Taouism has a 
theory of retribution much like th at of 
Brahminism. 
The Jews in Old Testament times had 
no idea of a hell. 
There is no mention of 
punishment after death in the teachings of 
Moses, nor is this doctrine taught by the 
prophets. The word sheol, which is trans­ 
lated by hell in the K ing Jam es version of 
the Bible, meant simply the abode of the 
dead, and corresponded 
to the Greek 
hades, used in the New Testament and 
other Greek writings. 
Gioomv and repul­ 
sive ideas were associated with sheol, simi­ 
lar to those we connect with death and 
the grave, but it was the destination of 
good and bad alike, and not a place of 
punishment. 
The trouble 
which 
the 
wicked and the enemies of the Jews were 
threatened with by the prophets pertained 
to this world. 
They were pain, disease, 
loss of possessions and kindred, hostility of 
neighbors, death and indignities to the 
dead body. 
The idea of sheol first became modified 
after the Persian captivity. .The place 
was divided into two parts, which were 
separated only by the width of a thread. 
One of these divisions was for the good 
awaiting resurrection, and was 
called 
Paradise; the other, set apart for the 
wicked, was called Gehenna. 
This latter 
designation means “ the valley of the son 
of Hinnom,” and was originally the name 
of the gorge outside of Jerusalem in which 
the Jews had practiced the fiery worship 
of Moloch, and where afterward oflal from 
the city and the bodies of criminals were 
thrown, to be consumed by the fires always 
kept burning there. The idea of Gehenna 
as a place of future punishment had ap- 
jieared in rabbinical theology and become 
quite detailed a ceplury or more before 
Christ. 
H ell was represented as having 
special apartments for different kinds of 
torment. 
One place, from its darkness, was called 
“N ight of Horrors.” 
The fire of Gehenna 
was said to have been kindled on the even­ 
ing of the first Sabbath, and would never 
be extinguished. 
The religion of Islam is 
characterized by lack of originality, and 
the Mohammedan hell contains nothing 
but easily made variations of the Gehenna 
of the Jews. 
To the man th at disobeys 
the precepts of the Koran it is promised 
that “Goa shall cast him into hell fire; 
he shall remain therein forever ”

The 
judges were Professor Thomas Dwyer, 
John Heany and Emil Bauer, and Morrill 
Hamilton acted as the club's official timer. 
The first heat was won by Bauer by 
about a foot from Newbert. Barley finished 
a good third, and the others were all 
bunched within a yard back of Barley. 
Bauer s time was 11 seconds. 
The same men all went in for the second 
heat. It wus equally as exciting as the 
first, and was a splendid exhibition of 
speed. This time Barley finished first in 
lli seconds. Newbert came in second and 
Bauer a close third. Bauer was ‘'pock­ 
eted" in this heat, and it was not until after 
he had passed the 70-yard mark that he 
was given an opening to get through. He 
showed a wonderful burst of speed, how­ 
ever, when he did get an opening. 
Bauer, Newbert and Barley, being the 
three best men of the first two heats, 
were the only contestants in the final heat. 
Baner had bad luck again, getting 
a very poor start, while on the other hand 
Barley and Newbert got off almost simul­ 
taneously with the report of the pistol, the 
former having a slight advantage. Bauer 
fought pluckily, but could not regain the 
lost ground. Barley led all the way and 
finished first in eleven seconds, with New­ 
bert but a foot behind. This gave Barley 
the race and the prize, which was a run­ 
ning costume. 
Several fifty-yard dashes were indulged 
in by various of the members, the best time 
made being six seconds. 
After this a 120-yard hurdle race—ten 
hurdles, ten feet apart and three and a ball 
feet high—was run. the contestants being 
Line, Newbert and Campbell.

Mr. Robie was on hand, accompanied with 
his running shoes and an abundance of 
confidence, out Mr. Clark, for some reason 
or other (Mr. Robie declared it lack of 
courage), did not materialize.

"UNCLE ALF.” ESTELL, 
His Funeral Yesterday—Touching Eulogy 
by Kev. A. C. Bane. 
The Seventh-street Methodist Church 
was filled yesterday by the mourning 
friends of Alfred Henderson Estell, who 
had gathered there to pay their last out­ 
ward token of respect to his cherished 
memory. The flower-covered casket rested 
in front of the pulpit, the mourners’ seats 
being occupied by the pall-bearers and 
more immediate friends of the deceased. 
Appropriate selections were sung by a 
choir composed of Mrs. Addie Carter, Miss 
Emma Felter, R. T. Cohn and Benjamin 
Edsou. 
Mrs. Boucher presided at the 
organ. 
The pastor, Rev. A. C. Bane, delivered an 
eloquent and touching address, in which 
he reviewed the lile and character of the 
deceased. They were not there, he said, to 
do honor to the memory of some noted 
General, or Governor, or Senator, or other 
titled citizen. The friend whose earthly 
remains were soon to be consigned to the 
cold embrace of the earth was simply 
"Uucle Alf.” He could see from the face’s 
of those present that they loved him while 
living—that they revered bis memory now 
that he was dead. "The workmaD," he said, 
"may die, but the work goes on. This sad 
occasion is another call to the young men 
to prepare for that which is to take place— 
to stand at toe helm—to grasp the reins of 
life, for the old men are dying. We are re­ 
minded of the greatness of God, and of this 
world, and how puny is man; for a man—a 
good man—may die, and this earth does 
not even receive a jar. Before this great 
God we must soon stand. We seem to 
forget that we have to die; this scene is an­ 
other call to prepare to stand before God in 
judgment. . 
“This is an hour when love reigns—love 
comes in at such an hour as this, and 
covers all the faults of the dead, and we 
think and speak only of the good they did. 
I wi9h we would not wait till men die to 
manifest this love. How many lives would 
be happier if we would cover and forget 
their faults, and speak only of the good 
that was in them ! The presence of so 
many and such sad faces tells me—if I did 
not know it—that a good man has died. 
"UDcle Ait. Estill (I want vou to let mo 
call him what the children called him, 
‘Uncle Alf.'), was born in Tennessee, and 
came to California as a pioneer in '40. He 
was one of that band ot hardy men whose 
finger prints are seen upon everything in 
California that is substantial. "He held 
many positions of honor and trust, and was 
faithful in all. He died peacefully in Reno, 
Nevada, las Thursday evening. 
“As a mail he was gentle, pure, kind, 
benevolent and truthful. You could point 
to him and say, ‘There is a gentleman.' As 
a citizen he was peaceful, loyal and enter­ 
prising As a public officer he was a servant 
faithful and honest. The universal verdict 
is, ‘Uncle Alf. was honest.’ As a friend be 
was warm hearted, true, tender and abid­ 
ing. As a friend you knew him best, and 
loved him most. 
“If you ask me, where was his home? I 
say, at the Capital Hotel, among his friends. 
But more—around a hundred hearthstones 
in California he bad as many homes—you 
each called him a member of your family. 
“Had he a family ? N o; he was unmar­ 
ried. But, yes—all the children were his ; 
they loved him—they delighted to take his 
hand and say. ‘Good morning, Uncle Alf.’ 
We can have no higher honor than to have 
ali the children love us; no higher en­ 
comium has been spoken of this man. He 
must havebeen a good and pare man, for lit­ 
tle coiidren love only that which is good and 
pure. 
"W hat made Uncle Alf. so good? God’s 
grace. Men don’t make themselves good. 
He had a good Christian mother. Then, 
he fed on the Gospel; he went to church 
every Sunday, and imbibed the Christianity 
of the Bible, till it made him what he was. 
I wish you, his friends, would follow his 
rtcample, and Christianity soften your 
natures. He was a warm and faithful 
friend of this church, where he had wor­ 
shiped for years. 
“Pionaers, your ranks are getting thin. 
One by oae ’ you are dropping out. You 
may go next-get ready 
“I know not how Uncle Alf. died, but he 
had such faith in God ; he was fed on the 
Gospel so long—be had heard of the story 
of a Savior's love so often tbaf, let us hope 
and trust, he lifted his heart to God in his 
closing hours, and died in perfect peace. ' 
The above synopsis of Mr. Bane’s re­ 
marks gives but a faint idea of their touch 
ing character. It

A Lively Foot-R ace that W ound up in an 
A sh-H eap. 
A couple of nights since there was an 
exciting foot-race through Eighth street. It 
was witnessed by a couple of homeward- 
bound citizens, who were so taken by sur­ 
prise at the regalia (or rather the lack of it) 
worn by one of the contestants that, before 
they could recover their wits, the proces 
sion had passed them and dissolved in the 
distance.

DORSEY AND SHINN. 
The Story From Colfax About the Noto- j 
rloug H ighwaym en. 
Since the confession by the notorious 
outlaw and desperado Shinn, stories of 
his and Dorsey's exploits are coming in 
from all sides. The latest is from Colfax, 
and was published in Saturday's issue of 
the Sentinel as follows: 
Last spring Constable Dwyer was sent 
word that there had been two or three rob­ 
beries committed around Maiysville acd 
was told to keep on the lookout for the 
thieves, as they would most likely come 
this way. One evening about 9 o’clock as 
he was standing at the depot a freight train 
came along. Dyer saw two men jump 
from the engine and go to one of the side 
boxes and take out a small sack with some­ 
thing in it. They then started out cn tfie 
narrow gauge irack. He staffed iu pur­ 
suit of them, and getting past the man be­ 
hind he went on to stop the one in the 
lead. Ed. Nathan bad taken it into his 
head to help capture tbe fellows and he 
got up to the last man and placing his 
baud on his shoulder told him to stop. In 
a second the robber had pulled his revolver 
and shoved it into Nathan’s stomtch, at 
the same time telling him that he would 
cut his little heart out. Nathan was so -ur- 
prised that he lei out a scream, and Dyir, 
thinking that he had been shot or stabbed, 
lurned ami came to Nathan’s rescue. In 
the meantime both men got a good distance 
ahead. 
Finding Nathan 
not hurt, 
Dyer again followed tnern, and got 
within a tew yards of the last man 
and called for him to stop. In an instant 
the Constable heard a pistol shot and the 
ballet just missed his head. In return 
Dyer fired three times, but none of his 
bullets took effect. Thinking the men 
would follow close to the railroad he re­ 
turned to the de >ot and jumped on an en­ 
gine that was just leaving and went up to 
the bridge and lay there a couple ot hours 
waiting for them to come along, but they 
did not pass. He was then satisfied it was 
somebody who knew the Cape Horn trail 
and they had gone that way. 
In his confession Shinn laughingly told 
attorney Lardner of Auburn to ask Con­ 
stable Dyer of Collax if he thought he could 
run away. He also told about Nathan (the 
little Deputy Constable as he called him) 
reaching up and placing his hand on 
Dorsey's shoulder and ordering him to 
stop.Dyer often thought that the two he ran 
after that night were hard cases, but he had 
no idea that they were Dorsey and Shinn. 
Shinn having lived at Iowa Hill so long he 
knew all the trails around there, anil it 
was the Cape Horn trail they took that 
night. If Dyer had known whs they were 
he could undoubtedly have captured Dor­ 
sey, but not knowing this he was anxious 
to get them both and wanted to catch the 
one in the lead first.

Situation. 


PROMOTIONS 
IN 
THE 
ARMY. 


A Thorough System o f Coast De­ 
fenses Indispensible—The 
National Guard.

W a sh in g to n ^ N ovem ber 16th.—T he Sec­ 
retary oí W ar has presented his report, ad­ 
dressed to the P resident. 
A m ong other 
things he s a y s : 
By the A ct of October 1,1890, prom otions 
below the ra n k of a general officer are to be 
m ade lineally. 
Tim operation of the law 
's '.ostponed ia the case Of present first 
lieutenants only. 
W hatever advantages 
there m ay have been in the old s7 <iem 
regim ental prom otion, they were such as 
■would prevail in a large arm y rath er than 
a sm all one and in w ar th an in tim e of 
peace. 
T he new system of exam inations for 
officers below th e ran k of m ajor, m akes 
th eir right to prom otion conditional on 
them . 
T here are exceptional provisions, 
how evet, in th e interests of officers who 
cam e in from the volunteer service. 
The 
m easure is one of great im portance. 
H ere­ 
tofore officers have been entitled to prom o­ 
tion in regular rote, w ithout any regard to 
com petence or incom petence, efficiency or 
«inefficiency. 
T he new 
law 
m akes 
no 
change in the rule of prom otion by senior­ 
ity, and the exam inations are in no sense 
com petitive. 
T here have been three m easures of par­ 
ticular im portance to the adm inistratiou of 
m ilitary justice; the tim e w ithin w hich a 
peison can be prosecuted for desertion has 
been lim ited to tw o years; sum m ary courts 
for the trial of certain petty offenses pro' 
vide a prom pt m ethod for the adjustm ent 
o f such m atters. 
In view of particular 
cases w here there seem ed to have been a 
failure of justice, I caused an order to issue 
directing th at on th e request of any prisoner 
a suitable officer should be detailed to de­ 
fend him . 
T he ill-defined lim its of punish­ 
m en t in th e A rticles of W ar have been cor­ 
rected by th e A ct of Septem ber 27th, author­ 
izing the President, w hen punishm ents are 
left by those articles to the discretion of the 
court-m artial, to 
prescribe 
and 
define 
lim its w hich in tim e of peace they shall not 
exceed. 
T he only check heretofore upon 
th e variableness and disparity of p u n ish ­ 
m en t in different departm ents has been 
th e executive clem ency. 
The legislation 
referred to was enacted too late to have had 
effect during th e present year, still, the 
n um ber of courts-m artial were reduced to 
1,782 the past year from 1,099 the year be­ 
fore. 
COAST DEFENSE. 
It has been our traditional policy to 
avoid entangling alliances. 
W e are sep­ 
arated by an ocean from the powers w hich 
m aintain great arm ies. 
A sm all arm y sent 
upon onr sbores could not hope for success: 
it is not probable th at any large one will 
incur the risk. 
B ut our long coast line is peculiarly ex­ 
posed 
to attack from sea. 
So long as 
an enem y can 
reach vnlnerable points 
w ithout 
exposing him self to our land 
forces he m ay inflict blows w hich we are 
unable to parry. 
A m odern land battery constitutes a per­ 
m anent defense upon the battlefield, chosen 
in advance, w here no flanking is possible, 
and where an enem y m ust force his way or 
abandon the attack. In such a contest ships 
of war are placed under every disadvantage. 
T he channel is selected w here their deploy­ 
m en t is difficult, w hile they are at the* cen­ 
ter of a concentrated fire of m any dis­ 
persed guns. 
M odern inventions in the 
use o f electricity, high explosives and rifled 
m ortars, have resulted strongly in favor of 
the com parative resisting strength of land 
fortifications as against a 
naval force. 
W hen our principal cities, our harbors and 
ou r navy yards are thus protected, then our 
coast will be safe, and our navy and our in ­ 
creasing com m erce will have safe ports of 
refnge, w here they can be repaired, re ­ 
coaled and refitted. 
T he efficiency ot land defenses is no ex­ 
perim ent. 
It was the form er wise policy 
o f the G overnm ent, previous to the civil 
w ar, to m aintain coast fortifications. They 
are the cheapest to build: they are the 
cheapest to m aintain; 
they are alw ays in 
position, and ready for service. 
A m odern 
lan d battery w hen once constructed and 
arm ed needs few repairs and no renew als. 
O utlays for coast defense are investm ents 
w hich yield a large interest in the form oj 
insurance, w ith little deterioration to p rin ­ 
cipal. 
J J ¡%'.er the Fortification Act of last session 
positions for forty-eight m ortars in three 
groups of sixteen each, and for three of the 
new long-range guns will be prepared in 
New Y ork harbor; for one group of m or­ 
tars and one gun in Boston harbor: and 
for one group of m ortars and two guns in 
San Francisco. 
A fixed policy should be 
adopted in the line of a reasonable yearly 
appropriation for the com pletion o f the 
w ork on which the nation is but just enter­ 
ing. 
W ith an annual appropriation of 
eight to ten m illions—only a little more 
th an tha*. of the present year—the construc­ 
tion and em placem ent of guns and m or­ 
tars. w orks of torpedo defense, for the 
w hole coast, can be carried on, and in ten 
years onr principal harbors and cities ren ­ 
dered reasonably secure. 


ORDNANCE, 
T he gun factory at W atervliet A rsenal 
has turned out com pleted steel guns of 3.2, 
3.6 and 10 inches caliber. 
The 3.2-inch 
breech-loading field-gun m eets w ith gen­ 
eral approval, and the firing tests of the 8 
and 10 inch type guns have given excellent 
m u lta . 
Two type guns, one of 12-inch 
caliber and the other a 10-inch w ire-w ound 
steel gun, both breech-loaders, and a 12- 
inch B. L. steel m o r» r are now under con­ 
struction. 
The w ork so far done has been 
done in a shop im provised from an old 
tim ber store-house and w ith a lim ited 
equipm ent. 
A bout thirteen 12-inch cast-iron m ortars 
hooped w ith steel can be furnished per 
an n u m , and as there are other plants in 
th e country capable of turning out these 
m ortars it is only necessary tnat sufficient 
sum s be appropriated, and the production 
of m ortars w ill keep pace w ith th at of 
guns. 
The forgings for 8-incb. 19-inch and 12- 
inch breech-loading guns by the B ethlehem 
Iron W orks, under the appropriation of 
$1.500.000, is proceeding satisfactorily, and 
w ill procure sixty-one guns. 
In short, the 
art of m odern gun-m aking is now well in ­ 
augurated in this country. 


NORTHERN FRONTIER. 
By our agreem ent of 1S17 w ith Great 
B ritain each party is restricted to a single 
arm ed vessel on Lakes O ntario and C ham ­ 
plain and tw o on the tipper lakes. 
Since 
then the great W est has become an em pire 
of production and population. T he sm all­ 
est of the St. Law rence canals have nine 
feet depth of w ater and locks two hundred 
feet long and forty-five feet wide, sufficient 
for the passage of over fifty of the arm ed 
vessels of the B ritish Navy. 
M easures have 
already been com m enced to enlarge the 
sm aller canals so that none w ill have less 
than fourteen feet depth of water, which 
y o u ld adm it the passage of as m any more 
of a heavier arm am ent. 
One of these 
canals, th e B eauharnois, eleven and one- 
q uarter m iles long, is wholly on the right 
(so u th ) bank of the St. Lawrence. A nother 
is w ithin riile-shot of islands belonging to 
us. 
T he lake cities m ight, in the event of war 
■with the pow er holding the highw ay of the 
St. Lawrence, be in a m ore defenseless con­ 
dition even th an the sea-board cities. 
We 
cannot, under th e agreem ent, bnild arm ed 
veisels on th e lakes to overm atch on those 
w aters the force th at m i^ h t be brought 
against us, and I do not th in k it necessary 
to undertake any elaborate system of de­ 
fense as proposed. 
W ith land forces prop­ 
erly disposed. we could doubtless ward off 
an y daDger from this source, and hence I 
fully approve the suggestion of General 
Schofield on this snbject. 
DESERTIONS.

T h at Act provided for retention, u n til 
end of enlistm ent, of $4 a m onth from a 
soldier's pay the first year, but it and Ín­ 
te re s 'are to b e paid the m an if he serves 
faithfally u n til his discharge. 
E n listm e n t 
ate to continue for five years, but after one 
year s service a soldier is perm itted, in lim e 
of peace, to purchase his discharge for a p re­ 
scribed sum , and based upon a re-im burse- 
gnent of the G overnm ent for tiie actual ex­ 


pense of recruiting and transporting. A fter 
three years faithful service he is entitled to 
a free discharge. 
T he A ct increases the 
vegetable ration and authorizes th e arrest of 
deserters by civil officers. 
It m akes it pos­ 
sible to q u it the service in an honorable 
way. 
T here w ill be fewer attem pts, there­ 
fore, to do so dishonorably. 
My experience confirm s an observation 
w hich I m ade one year ago, "M ake th e 
service w orth seeking, an d enough good 
m en will seek it and be glad to stay in it.” 
So far as this is a question of thoughtful 
and considerate treatm ent of the m en it will 
continue to engage m y earnest attention. 
The pay of Second L ieutenants is $116 67 
per m onth, of a first sergeant $22, and this 
difference in pay largely regulates the 
actual distance betw een their positions. 
T hat distance is too great. T he pay of a 
non-com m issioned officer is b ut little m ore 
than a private, and the chance to rise above 
th at position very slight. 
It would be a 
step in the right direction to increase som e­ 
w hat the pay of the non-com m issioned of­ 
ficers. th at every m an w ho enters the 
service m ay find in it the possibility of a 
m odest future. 


PF.OMOTIOXS FROM THE RANKS. 
I recom m end a change in th e law rela­ 
tive to the selection of enlisted m en for ap ­ 
pointm ent to the grade of Second L ieuten­ 
ant. 
T he A ct of Ju n e 18, 1878, providing 
for the prom otion of m eritorious non-com- 
m ;_«sioned officers m akes th e privilege de­ 
pend absolutely upon th e a c c re tio n of the 
officer for the tim e being in eom m and of 
the com pany. 
Practically, it is now possible for com ­ 
pany com m anders to give these valuable 
appointm ents to young m en who have en­ 
listed for th at sole purpose, and gives great 
opportunity for favoritism . 
In order to in­ 
sure exact justice to all the initiatory step 
should be w ith the m en them selves. 
A ny 
enlisted m an of two years’ service, w ho is a 
citizen, should, under certain fixed rules, 
be perm itted to com pete for a com m ission. 
THREE-EATTALION FORMATION. 
As a m ilitary question there is no dif­ 
ference of opiniones to the advisability a r ^ 
necessity of the three-battalion fo‘ mfctitm 
for infantry. 
Now th at o n ; sm all arm y 
can be stationed in la r^ ir posts, th e con­ 
ditions of service are fully suited to it3 use. 
It already prevails in the other arm s of the 
service, and there are even stronger reasons 
for it in th e infantry; besides all ought to 
be uniform . 
Officers are regularly detailed 
to instruct the m ilitia and colleges, and 
they necessarily instruct in th at system of 
organization w hich is recognized and fixed 
by our laws. 
T he country will not adopt a 
higher standard of m ilitary, organization 
than th at w hich th e G overnm ent offers to 
it as a m odel. 
O ar arm y is sim ply a n u ­ 
cleus, a skeleton organization on w hich to 
bnild in case of necessity, and a correct or­ 
ganization ia m ore im portant than n u m ­ 
bers. 
If the present system is as erroneous 
as all m ilitary m en agree in saying it is, 
and I believe th at to be tbe case, there 
ought to be som e way found for m aking 
the required change. 


RETIREMENT OF OFFICER3. 
By law the officers m ust be retired w hen 
they reach the age of 64 years, and m ay be 
retired on their own request after forty 
years’ service; but very tew avail them ­ 
selves of this privilege. 
Such retirem ents 
are now unlim ited, but the num ber of ail 
other retirem ents is restricted by the stat­ 
utes to four hundred. 
R etirem ents ought 
to be carefully lim ited in som e proper way. 
T he retired list, or any privileged class, 
should be strictly confined w ithin the n ar­ 
row est lim its com patible w ith the necessity 
w hich requires its creation. 
T be num ber 
of officers now aw aiting retirem ent is about 
sixty. 
These m en are perform ing no serv­ 
ice, but receive full pay, w hile ju n io r offi­ 
cers doing their duties for them are u n ju st­ 
ly deprived of both the pay and tbe rank. 
T he incongruity of the present law is 
illustrated by tbe fact that w here an officer 
is disabled in th e line of duty, instead of 
opening the w ay for th e prom otion of ju n ­ 
iors, it m ay and often does actually retard 
it. 
An officer pu t upon the lim ited retired 
list rem ains there so long as he lives, th ere ­ 
by preventing the retirem ent of another 
officer and the consequent prom otion of 
juniors. 
If he had been retired for age in 
regular course this could not occur. 
The 
lim it now established is proper enough if 
the law were so am ended th at this lim it 
could be construed according to the reason­ 
able in ten t of its purpose. 


REBELLION RECORDS. 
T he publication of the R ebellion Records 
is progressing as satisfactorily as possible. 
T he great item of expense is the printing, 
and that can only be com pleted as funds 
are available. 
Ten books were published 
and distributed containing the accounts of 
the Chancellorsville and G ettysburg cam ­ 
paigns and the im portant sieges of V icks­ 
burg and H udson. 
In th e preparatory 
w ork seven m ore books have been stereo­ 
typed and tw elve indexed, of w hich eleven 
were ready for publication at the end of the 
fiscal year, thus carrying the official ac­ 
counts to the end of 1863. 
Forty-five 
books have been published and distributed 
up to Ju n e 30,1890. 


SIGNAL CORPS. 
By the Act approved October 1 ,1890, the 
W eather B ureau Service is to be transferred 
on the 1st day of next Ju ly to tbe D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture. 
The growing im ­ 
portance of this service, in its general in ­ 
terest to the country, has resulted in its de­ 
velopm ent and extention to tbe detrim ent 
of tbe original purely m ilitary duties of the 
Signal Corps. 
T he disassociation of the 
two m ust certainly place upon a m ore 
favorable basis th is very im portant branch 
of the m ilitary service. 
T hree hundred 
and ninety-three offieers of the line, repre­ 
senting every regim ent in the arm y, have 
been under instructions, and at least 1.500 
of the enlisted m en. 


M ILITARY POSTS AND POST-TRADERS. 
T he policy of th e D epartm ent to concen­ 
trate its troops at larger posts as rapidly as 
the requirem ents of the service would per­ 
m it has been carried out during the year. 
T he licenses of forty-tw o post-traders 
have been revoked, and only two new 
traders have been appointed, leaving the 
total num ber in the service thirty-four. 
It 
is believed to be wise policy to discontinue 
a9 rapidly as possible ibis privileged class 
and perm it the trade of m ilitary posts to 
take its regular channels. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
An effective m ilitia is a prom inent and 
necessary factor in any m ilitary organiza­ 
tion suited to our country. 
Officers have 
been detailed to assist in N ational G uard 
instruction, and detachm en s of regular 
troops have been ordered to participate in 
some of the larger State encam pm ents. The 
D epartm ent has endeavored to co-operate 
w ith those States w hich have m anifested 
the m ost interest in the m atter by their 
ow n liberal appropriations and 
earnest 
efforts. 
A ny m oney w hich the N ational G overn­ 
m ent expends for our citizen soldiery goes 
to help those who help them selves, and is 
bound to give proportionately large re­ 
turns. 
U nder the presen* law there is an­ 
nually appropriated for tbe m ilitia $400,­ 
000. tbe individual States appropriate over 
$2,000,000. and in m any States the m ilitia 
receive a considerable support from private 
sources. 
The appropriation of the General 
G overnm ent should be increased, and I be­ 
lieve th at it w ould be generously m et by a 
corresponding increase by the States them ­ 
selves. 
I heartily com m end every intelli­ 
gent effort to increase the efficiency of the 
N ational G uard, and to bring them into 
closer relations w ith the W ar D epartm ent, 
and hope th at m easures to th at end m ay 
receive favorable consideration of Congress. 
One of the m ost useful directions w hich 
can be given to the drill and training of the 
m ilitia of the seaboard States is in connec­ 
tion w ith coast defenses, w here its service 
is m ost likely to be needed, if at all. 


MONUMENTS TO GENERALS. 
No action has been taken tow ards pro­ 
curing the pedestals for the statues of Gen­ 
erals Sheridan and Logan under th e .Act of 
M arch 2,1889, for the reason that the char­ 
acter and size of the statues have not been 
fixed upon by th e respective com m ittees of 
the arm y associations having the m atter in 
charge. T here is no provision for a statue 
for General H ancock: and I would sngeest 
that the law appropriating $40,000 for tbe 
pedestal be am ended so that aDy balance 
not required for the pedestal m ay be ap­ 
plied toward tbe purchase of tbe statue. 
The m onum ent to General Lafayette and 
bis com patriots, authorized by the Act of 
M arch 3, 1S85, has been received from the 
sculptors, but, on acconnt of the joint reso­ 
lution of Septem ber 30, 1890, was not put 
in place. 
EXPENDITURES AND APPROPRIATIONS. 
T he expenditures of appropriations un­ 
der the direction of the Secretary of W ar 
for the fiscal year ended Ju n e 30.
